The fir>t n umbers in ven ted were the C o un ti n g N um b e r s , or to 
use a more erud ite n a m e . N at ura l Num b er s. 1 hesc arc the whole 
n um ber s I. 2, 3.

(An yway n obi>d \ brags about ha\ in g zero spears.) 
Of course the sxmbols or n a m e s (n umerals) he used were far 
d ifferen t from those used tod ay, but the n um be r id ea was born . 
T h e n c am e the struggle to per form operation s with these n umbers. 
The d em an d s of expan d in g c o m m e r c e an d trad e foun d the n a t ur ­ 
al n um ber s in ad equate an d forced the d evelopmen t of 
fractions. 
7 he an cien t f gvptian s an d the R o m a n s had fraction s, but they were 
clumsy to use. Man y ad van ces in m a th em at ic s were br ought a b o ut 


b y the busin essman . 
7h e rulin g class an d the church d id hot. in gen eral, look with 
favor on these n ewfan gled in ven tion s.. T h e med ieval bar on had 
little use for arithmetic. ( H e had a scribe to d o this men ial work.) 
H e had little patien ce with fraction s. (W hen in d oubt, he took all.) 
A s for the church, it was just n aturally con servative.

Mead Of Household Status 
Requirements Outlined 


By PETER J. WIKEL, C.P.A. 
You are the head of a house­ 
hold for federal tax purposes if: 
You never married, or 
Your spouse died in a prior 
year 
(if 
your 
spouse died in 
1965, you may 
file a joint re­ 
turn and if he or 
she died in 19G3 


be able to com­ 
pute your tax 
as though you 
were 
filing 
a 
joint return), or 
You 
are di­ 
vorced or legally separated un­ 
der a court decree at the end 
of 1965, or 
Your spouse was a non-resi­ 
dent alien at any time during 
1965 AND you have maintained, 
by paying over one-half of the 
cost for all of 1965, a home in 
which a close rleative lived as 
his principal place of residence 
for the entire year, or until his 
death. It is not necessary that 
you or the relative actually stay 
at home every day. but that the 
home be the principal place of 
residence. 
You may also qualify if you 
pay more than one-half of the 
cost of maintaining a household 
for your father or mother if you 
can claim either one as a de­ 
pendent on your tax return. It 
is not necessary that you your­ 
self live at this home. 


If your taxable income is over 
$2.000 and you are the head of 
a household, do not use Form 
10 40 A in filing your return. Use 
Form 1040 and figure your tax 
from the special head of house­ 
hold table B, or Schedule III. 
For California tax purposes 
the rules are substantially the 
same, but you do not use a 
special tax table as in the fed­ 
eral. Being Head of Household 
on the California return qualifies 
you for a $3.000 exemption. You 
lose the $600 exemption for the 
person that qualifies you as 
Head of Household but are able 
to claim a $3,000 for both of you.

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Fire Destroys 
Air Building 
At Burbank 


BURBANK (AP) - Lockheed 
Air Terminal officials promised 
business as usual today, despite 
a $2 million blaze that destroyed 
the administration and passen- 
ger terminal building and the 
flight control tower. 
The terminal—second largest 
in the Los Angeles area and the 
largest privately-owned airport 
in the nation — was swept by 
flames 
yesterday, 
as 
stout 
breezes fanned the blaze over 
the frame structure. 


TRAFFIC DIVERTED 
About 150 workers were evac­ 
uated from the building without 
injury. Workers in the flight 
control tower descended to safe­ 
ty on an aerial ladder. 
Air traffic was diverted for a 
few hours to nearby Van Nuys 
Airport and to Los Angeles In­ 
ternational Airport. An emer 
gency flight control center was 
set up in the rear of a station 


j wagon about 6:30 p.m., how­ 
ever, and the airport resumed 
takeoffs and landings. 
A spokesman said the fire be­ 
gan in a greasy flue in the 
kitchen of the Skyroom restau 
rant. Flames from the flue were 
spread throughout the building’s 
ventilation system, he said.

The lack of apparent motive 
in the brutal murder of M ar­ 
jorie S. Rudolph continued to­ 
day to plague investigators and 
create apprehension in the quiet 
Terra Linda section of San Ra­ 
fael where she was slain.

crime is as disturbing as its 
violence to the neighbors of 
the 60-year-old victim, wife of 
San Rafael banker Leroy Ru­ 
dolph. “ Was she killed by some­ 
one she knew, or is there a psy­ 
chopath who strikes at random 
in the area?” they ask.

MODERN MATH 6 
Classification Of Numbers 


By Prof. W. F. Uoyd 
University of Tempo 


Extremely primitive man had no need for numbers. All he cared 
•bout was to be warm and dry and well fed. But this carefree 
State of affairs could not last fore\er. 
The caveman wanted to brag about how many spears he owned, 
how many wives looked on him as master and how much he had 
won in gambling. I o boast he had to h a 'c numbers. 
The first numbers invented were the Counting Numbers, or to 
use a more erudite name. Natural Numbers. 1 hcse arc the whole 
numbers 1, 2, 3, 4 ....................... 
Notice, no zero. Zero cam e later. 
(Anyway nobodv brags about having zero spears.) 
Oi course the sunbols or names tnumeraM he used were far 
different from those used today, but the number idea was born. 
Then came the struggle to perform operations with these numbers. 
The demands of expanding commerce and trade found the natur­ 
al numbers inadequate and forced the dc\elopmcnt of frac tio n s. 
The ancient Egyptians and the Romans had fractions, but they were 
clumsx to unc. Many advances in mathematics were brought about 


by the businessman. 
The ruling class and the church did hot. in general, look with 
favor on these newfangled inventions.. The medieval baron had 
little use for arithmetic. (He had a scribe to do this menial work.) 
He had little patience with fractions. (When in doubt, he took all.) 
A s for the church, it was just naturally conservative. 
The Hindu-Arabic number system lent itself naturally to the 
development of decimal fractions. 
The value of a digit is multiplied by 10 as the digit is moved 
one place to the left. Conversely', the value of a digit is divided 
by 10 when the digit is moved one place to the right. For example

Love That Decimal! 
1 have a strong personal conviction that mathematicians made 
one of their biggest booboos'at this point. Not in the idea of the 
decimal point, but in using such an insignificant thing as a period 


for such an extremely important job. 
W e all tend to equate si/e with importance. If they had chosen 
a more noble symbol, people might be more impressed with its 
importance and treat it with proper respect. 
The final inadequacy of natural numbers was the lack of a 
simple means of expressing ‘‘bad*’ numbers, or measurements in 


the opposite direction. 


This problem was met hv the development of Negative Numbers. 
Prior to this innovation, certain n u m b e rs had to be accompanied 
by a descriptive word or phrase, i.e., a $100 loss. 15° below zero, 
6 feet backward, and other similar expressions. 
With the help of Negative Numbers and a knowledge of the 
context, the words can be omitted and the quantities written as 
-SI00 , -I 5 ° , -b. 
The Natural Numbers, the zero, and the negative whole num­ 
bers make up the set of numbers we now- name the Intecers, lh c 
set of Integers, together with the set of Comm on fractions, and 
certain Decimal Fractions make up the set of Rational Numbers. 
Here the word rational does not mean sane or reasonable but 


means ratio-nal. 
It is intended to mean the set of all numbers that can be ex­ 


pressed as the ratio or quotient of two integers. Rational numbers 
are also defined as those 
numbers that can be expressed as

decimals.

Real and Irrational 
In contrast to the set of Rational Numbers we have the set of 
Irrational Numbers.

The Irrational Numbers are not as familiar to the average per­ 
son. but there is an infinite number of them. The most widely used 
irrational number is pi, which is used in finding the area and cir­ 
cumference of a circle. Pi has been computed to several thousand 
decimal places but never do groups of digits repeat regularly. 
The most common torm of Irrational Number is the surd or 
root. The square root or the cube root of 2, 3, 5, 6. etc., is ir­ 
rational 
Ih e set ot Rationals and the set of Irrationals together, form 
the set of Real Numbers. The Real Numbers can all be repre­ 
sented phvsicallv.

Numbers. I his is an unfortunate name because they are not fairy 
tale numbers nor mere flights of fancy, but good usable numbers 
that cannot be represented physically.

Parallel Parking Solves 
Just One Traffic Problem 


The controversy over parallel park­ 
ing for San Rafael’s Fourth Street was 
a heated one, but the decision is made, 
and we are confident that the commu­ 
nity will be better for it. 
Bravo to the San Rafael city fathers, 
who brought the matter up on their 
own initiative and then stuck to their 
guns d e s p i t e stiff opposition from 
some merchants and others. 
The business district should benefit 
from the smoother flow of traffic and 
from the s h o p p e r a p p e a l that a 
“widened” street will offer. And this 
benefit will extend to all taxpayers in 
the city because g r e a t e r shopper 
appeal will bring in more sales tax 
revenue to meet the expenses of run­ 
ning city government. 
Individual drivers who arc less than 
experts at wheeling their cars into par­ 
allel spaces may be somewhat incon­ 
venienced. But even they should be 
compensated by less street congestion. 
And offstreet spaces with a n g l e 
parking are available in city parking 
lots just a block or two away from 
main street. The upper deck on the 
offstreet lot at Third Street and l/>ot- 
ens Place will probably get better 
usage. 
San Rafael has come a long way in 
facing up to its traffic problems. En­ 
trance and exit at Highway 101 have 
been improved, and the initial phase of 


the one-way street program is operat­ 
ing satisfactorily. 
Now is the time to start pushing 
ahead for the next phase of the one­ 
way street program — providing one 
way traffic on Fifth and Mission ave­ 
nues. 
This second phase will be more diffi­ 
cult because the streets will need wid­ 
ening, especially Mission Avenue be­ 
hind St. Raphael s Church. 
If we allow this obstacle to serve 
as an excuse for procrastination, San 
Rafael may have to wait for another 
10 years before any expansion is forth- 
c o m i n g on t h e p r e s e n t one-way 
pattern. 
The same type of forthright and de­ 
cisive action shown in c o n v e r t i n g 
Fourth Street to parallel parking is 
needed to complete the one-way pat­ 
tern that is on the city’s drawing board 
—to make Fifth one-way eastbound, 
and Mission one-way westbound. 
Other suggestions have b e e n ad­ 
vanced, such as one-way cross streets 
running north and south to provide 
traffic “loops.” Whether t h e s e are 
feasible, we must awfait traffic engi­ 
neers to determine. 
Much has been accomplished in the 
past few years, but more remains to be 
done if the San Rafael’s downtown is to 
compete effectively with the growth of 
outlying shopping areas.

\fter a recess of that session 
for committee work, it's ex­ 
pected the budget will be up 
for adoption toward the end of 
March.

WASHINGTON - W h i l e 
President Johnson seems to 
have an Inexhaustible list of 
costly new programs and proj­ 
ects to send to Congress, his 
record is very different when 
it comes to filling key offices 
in the steadily expanding fed­ 
eral structure. 
On this crucial administra­ 
tive necessity, his batting is 
in a deep slump. 
Important vacancies abound 
on every hand. Virtually every 
department and major agency 
is awaiting the appointment of 
one or more key officials, in 
some instances for as long as 
six montiis. 
A glaring example is the 
comptroller general — who 
heads the big General Account­ 
ing Office that checks on gov­ 
ernment spending and opera­ 
tions. Although a 15-year ap­ 
pointment and the last incum­ 
bent, Joseph Campbell, quit 
last summer because of poor 
health, for some unexplained 
reason no successor has been 
named. 


FROM TIME TO TIME, ad­ 
ministration insiders have in­ 
dicated 
that 
Representative 
Jack 
Brooks, 
D-Tex., close 
friend of the President, is slat­ 
ed for the job. But the White 
House has remained silent, 
and the place is still unfilled. 
In some cases the top-level 
vacancies have had definite 
adverse effect. That is what 
happened to the Small Busi­ 
ness Administration. 
It has been without a head 
since last September when Eu­ 
gene Foley was made assist­ 
ant secretary of commerce for 
economic development. In Oc­ 
tober, on White House orders, 
SBA funds (around $160 mil­ 
lion) were frozen to provide 
emergency loans for disasters 
resulting from the widespread

claim that prospects with the 
desired qualifications are loath 
to give up big-paying private 
jobs for government salaries. 
Assertedly. eagerly-sought pos­ 
sibilities time and again re­ 
fuse to be persuaded to accept 
proffered appointments. 
In other quarters It is con­ 
tended the problem is not as 
simple as that. They hold that 
often it’s a matter of merit 
versus politics; that well-quali­ 
fied prospects are available, 
but don't meet the President’s 
political criteria.

IN CONGRESS strong sus­ 
picions have developed that

Efforts to get at the bottom 
of this suspected backstage 
move have been unavailing.

All Eyes On NFL; Atlanta 
Starts Grabbing Veterans

The expansion-minded world of 
professional sports will have its 
eye on the National Football 
League today when the owners 
tackle the job of stocking their 
newest baby, the Atlanta Fal­ 
cons, with 42 veteran players. 
In ordinary times, only the 
cities involved and the men who 
reportedly have a $8.5 million 
stake in Atlanta would be vitally 
interested. However, in this day 
of proposed expansion in base­ 
ball. hockey and basketball, ev­ 
ery move to stock a new team is 
observed closely. 
Baseball, deeply involved in a 
legal battle over the Braves’ 
shift from Milwaukee to Atlan­ 
ta, insists the National League 
can not expand at this time. A 
Wisconsin judge has ordered the 
Braves to stay in Milwaukee or 
for the league to expand in 1966 
and make major league base- j 
ball of “ competitive quality” 
available in Milwaukee. 
Because of the expansion talk 
In all sports the manner of 
stocking a team becomes most 
important. When the NFL took 
in Dallas in 1960 and Minnesota 
in 1961 it froze a certain number 
of veterans and let the new 
teams pick three from each of 
the established clubs. A similar 
plan will be worked out for 
Atlanta. 
With 45.000 season tickets al­ 
ready sold at Atlanta and new 
coach Norn Hecker anxious to 
come up with a representative 
team, there may be some sur­ 
prising names on the lists of 
available players. 
The owners must decide how 
many of their 40-man rosters to 
exempt or freeze. It is expected 
they will keep 30 or 32 out of the J 
draft. That would give Atlanta 


three picks from the bottom 
eight or ten players on each 
team.

probably 
tomorrow. 
The actual selections will be! 
made Wednesday. 
The Falcons have a strong 
base of rookies for they partici­ 
pated in the draft last Novem­ 
ber and signed 20 players.

It is not necessary that 
you or the relative actually stay 
at home every day. but that the 
home be the principal place of 
residence. 
You may also qualify if you 
pay more than one-half of the 
cost of maintaining a household 
for your father or mother if you 
can claim either one as a de- 


If your taxable income is over 
$2,000 and you are the head of 
a household, do not use Form 
1040A in filing your return. Use 
Form 1040 and figure your tax 
from the special head of house­ 
hold table B, or Schedule III. 
For California tax purposes 
the rules are substantially the 
same, but you do not use a 
special tax table as in the fed­ 
eral. Being Head of Household 
on the California return qualifies 
you for a $3,000 exemption. You 
lose the $600 exemption for the 
person that qualifies you as 
llead of Household but are able 
to claim a $3,000 for both of you.
